Homeless people’s 
tents are removed

RESIDENTS have been left outraged 
after Milton Keynes Council admit¬ 
ted it had been demolishing, 
clearing and even issuing eviction 
notices on homeless people’s tents. 

Many of these tents, paid for by 
organisations and charities, are 
cleared even when they are full of 
people’s possessions and memories, 
but a council spokesman said ‘we 
will keep clearing tents because we 
don’t support the use of tents in 


public places and often get 
complaints from residents’. 

Resident Helen Wilson said: “I am 
really concerned over the waste of 
resources. This money spent on tents 
by organisations and charities could 
be going on a night shelter.” 

At the housing and community 
committee meeting at the council’s 
Civic Offices on Thursday, Duncan 
Sharkey, corporate director, 
admitted: “We don’t disagree that 
facilities aren’t good enough.” 

Following the revelation, the 
council proposed to spend £600,000 


to acquire three properties for the 
homeless before September. 

The money for these properties will 
come from retained Right to Buy 
receipts to prevent the council’s 
Labour administration losing the 
Central Government funding. 

But the Conservative party is 
‘astonished’ it has taken this long. 

Councillor Hiten Ganatra, 
Conservative spokesman for hous¬ 
ing, said: “I welcome the proposals, 
however, I find it astonishing that it 
has taken over a year to come 
forward with this proposal. 


“Three families could have been 
saved the misery of bed and break¬ 
fast and taxpayers, who currently 
foot the £2million bill for B&Bs, 
would also have benefitted.” 

The aim of the meeting on Thursday 
was to discuss the ‘One Stop Shop’ for 
homeless people proposed in Milton 
Keynes Council’s 2016/17 future plan. 

And although a One Stop Shop was 
welcomed for 2017, other temporary 
ideas suggested included the use of 
shipping containers as temporary 
shelter and to use The Buszy, which is 
empty.

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Teen ‘scared’ 
to walk dog

A 17-YEAR-OLD has admitted she is 
too scared to walk her dog again after 
she was assaulted. 

Elise McMahon, from Redhouse Park, 
has temporarily moved to her nan’s 
house in Beanhill to recover. 

She was walking her therapy dog 
Peanut when a man asked her for her 
mobile phone last Tuesday. 

The offender then kept asking 
Elise questions and tried to pat 
Peanut, before he grabbed the 
Chihuahua and Jack Russell 
cross. 

Elise managed to twice stop 
the offender as he grabbed her 
dog and the brave teenager 
managed to get away from 
him after he ripped her top. 


She said: “I’m still a bit shaken and 
worried to go out. 

“I have anxiety and going out to walk 
Peanut helps me but I’m too scared to 
do that at the moment.” 

Elise added that Peanut was fine after 
the incident. 

The victim was walking her dog along 
the redway near Wolverton Road, from 
Giffard Park towards the canal, near 
the Black Horse pub at about 8.30pm. 
The offender, e-fit pictured left, is 
described as mixed race, aged 
around 40, six foot, very skinny 
and had short shaven dyed 
blond hair. 

He was wearing a large light 
blue baggy jumper, a skinny 
black tracksuit and navy 
fingerless gloves.

‘Devastated’ by 
finding of body

THE family of a missing man 
have been left ‘devastated’ 
after a body believed to be his 
was discovered. 

George Lanigan, 58, 
pictured, had been missing 
from his home in Tinkers 
Bridge since June 6 and 
residents had launched a 
campaign for his safe return. 

But at about 9.20am on 
Saturday officers were called 
to land in Newton Longville, 
where the body of a man was 
found. 

And police have since 



confirmed they believe the 
body to be Mr Lanigan. In a 
statement published on 
Facebook, Mr Lanigan’s 


family said: “We cannot 
convey the emotions we feel 
at the moment but we are 
heartbroken and truly devas¬ 
tated. We thank George’s 
neighbours in Tinkers Bridge 
for all their efforts and we will 
never forget this. 

“We would also like to thank 
Thames Valley Police for their 
support through this terrible 
ordeal.” 

At this stage there appear to 
be no suspicious circum¬ 
stances in Mr Lanigan’s 
death. Formal identification 
has not taken place yet and 
police are currently preparing 
a file for the coroner.

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A NIGHT out at the theatre 
should be an uplifting and 
enjoyable experience and 
recently I treated Mrs B to top 
tickets to see Thriller Live. 

However, at Milton Keynes 
Theatre - one of the busiest 
theatres in the UK outside of 
London’s West End, you need 
to be aware of a few things 
before you go. 

Firstly, parking. Most people 
know that parking in Central 
Milton Keynes is free after 
6pm. But NOT surface parking 
to the rear of the theatre 
multi-storey. 

A tiny sign, about six inches 
in size, restricts parking in 
those bays - about 40 of them 
- from 7-9pm, so unless you 
have spotted the sign, you 
could be in for a nasty post¬ 
theatre surprise. 

Once inside the theatre you 
may want a drink. Pre-show is 
no problem, however, the 
scrum during the break is 
frustrating, to say the least. 

Finally, the ice cream. As 
delicious as it was, £4 for a 
tiny tub was excessive. These 
are West End prices at a 
regional theatre. 

Thriller Live, however, was 
superb - if only those sat 
behind us would have stopped 
talking throughout the show.

A FORMER soldier diagnosed 
with post-traumatic stress disor¬ 
der (PTSD) claims he has regu¬ 
larly been told to ‘man up’ and is 
urging the Government to 
provide more support. 

Liam Martin, 27, enlisted in the 
military straight out of school 
and completed four tours of Iraq, 
Kosovo, and Afghanistan. 

He was diagnosed with PTSD in 
2010 and was medically 
discharged from service in 2014. 

Describing his symptoms, Mr 
Martin said: “I get daily panic and 
anxiety attacks, flashbacks and 
I’m highly vigilant of my 
surroundings and always aware 
of the exits. 

“I can’t go anywhere alone - 
sometimes I can’t leave the house 
and I know others can be worse. 

“Some days I can be absolutely 
fine, but a day or two later I can 
feel like rock bottom.” 

Since his discharge, Mr Martin 
admits he has struggled with the 
adjustment and has been told by 
individuals in the military and 
civilians to ‘man up’. 

The former soldier has no 
regrets over his time serving 
overseas, but is urging the 
Government and NHS to provide 
better support for veterans suffer¬ 
ing from PTSD. 

He added: “Up until two years 
ago, people had no idea. 

“I have been told so many times 
to ‘man up’, from the military to 
civilian life. 

“The NHS is poor. A charity 
called Combat Stress have helped 
me and many people with PTSD 
- we go away on residential trips 
and work in group sessions. 

“But rather than leaving it to 
charities to fundraise and spread 
awareness, I think the 
Government needs to act.”

A COUPLE are offering a 
£20,000 reward for informa¬ 
tion after arsonists torched a 
derelict fishing lodge. 

Keith Sweetman, 73, 
received a call on July 10 to 
say Vicarage Spinney in Little 
Linford - owned by his son 
Gary - had been gutted by a 
blaze. 

Approximately £60,000 
worth of damage was caused, 
with the front room and 
kitchen suffering the most 
damage. 

Following the attack, Keith’s 
wife Lisa posted an appeal for 
information on Facebook, 


which has already been 
shared more than 300 times. 

She said: “It is a horrible 
disgusting act. 

“We have had some really 
lovely comments and some 
offers of help from companies 
which is nice - we didn’t 
expect that. 

“We’re so angry and we want 
the person or people respon¬ 
sible to be prosecuted - it is 
not a human thing to do. 

“The reward is for any infor¬ 
mation leading to the convic¬ 
tion of the perpetrator of this 
crime.” 

The couple are convinced 
they are being targeted by a 
serial offender after Lisa’s 
Mercedes was set alight out¬ 


side their Bletchley home 
more than a month ago. 

Keith said: “It was only 
about four feet from the house 
so we’re lucky the house 
didn’t go up. 

“We were lying in bed and 
we saw flames going past our 
window - it was like the sun 
came out early and landed on 
our driveway.” 

Thames Valley Police are 
investigating the arson at the 
fishing lodge and anyone 
with information should 
contact 101.

Paul Bartlett, a Stony 
Stratford town councillor 
for Galley Hill and an 
alderman for Milton 
Keynes Council, received 
an email from South 


Midlands Mail Centre 
about the problem. 

He said: “To put dog 
poo in the letterbox is 
disgusting. 

“For one, any posted 
mail could become soiled 
and imagine posting a 
birthday card, bereave¬ 
ment card or job applica¬ 
tion and it being covered 
in filthy dog poo. 

“Secondly, our poor old 
postman has to deal with 
this and the reason is not 
through a lack of poo 
bins as there are more 
than 15 bins in Stony 
Stratford. 

“People should take it 
home if other bins are 
full, but they are emptied 
every week on a Monday 
and a Thursday. 

“There are no reasons 
or excuses for this 
disgusting behaviour.

More beds at hostel

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
project to redevelop the 
YMCA looks set to benefit 
homeless people. 

The £15.5million develop¬ 
ment means the current 
building in North Ninth 
Street will be replaced, 
creating an extra 50 units for 
people to sleep in, taking the 
total to 196. It was given the 
go-ahead at last Monday’s 
Milton Keynes Council 
cabinet meeting. 

The plan to help the home¬ 
less will be funded as part of a 


Private Rented Sector 
Development, which will 
mean that between 243 to 261 
apartments will also be built 
on the site in Central Milton 
Keynes, which the YMCA is 
trying to buy from the council. 

Ed Palmieri, interim head of 
property at the council, wrote 
on the agenda notes: “The 
new facility increases the 
homeless provision and will 
provide better facilities for 
young homeless by giving a 
better staged transition to 
independence.” 

Simon Green, YMCA CEO, 
said: “MK YMCA are putting 
everything we have and more 


into this project. Some ele¬ 
ments of the scheme are not 
yet funded and will form a 
second phase of the develop¬ 
ment. We are looking for sup¬ 
porters to help us complete 
these elements of the project. 

“More and more people are 
coming to us for help, year on 
year and month on month. 

“Our buildings are now 
showing their age and don’t 
provide the inspiring envi¬ 
ronment we would like to 
offer. There are currently 
nine different entrances so it 
is hard for us to monitor who 
comes in to prey on our often 
vulnerable residents.”

AFTER years of planning a 
new public art trail along the 
Grand Union Canal was offi¬ 
cially opened on Sunday. 

The route, which is between 
Willen Park and Pennyland, 
celebrates Milton Keynes’ 
Japanese history, the heritage 
of the canal and the city’s 
water and green spaces. 

The project was led by Great 
Linford Parish Council 
(GLPC) and, after consulting 
with residents who were given 
a big say, it commissioned 
eight new amazing artworks.

The trail has been named 
the Grosei Art Trail to 
commemorate the legacy of 
the Gyosei International 
School UK, which sadly 
closed in 2002. 

The Japanese boarding 
school, which was previously 
on the site of Lovat Fields 
retirement village, was built 
after Japanese businessmen 
saw potential in moving

around 60 companies to 
Milton Keynes and wanted a 
school for their workers’ 
children. 

At the opening of the trail 
visitors heard from the 
award-winning Sakura 
Ladies Choir. Its director 
Cowin Yuko said: “I think 
Japanese people love how 
green it is here even though it 
is a new city, it is green and 
friendly” 

After the retirement village 
was built on the site by Barratt 


Homes, £60,000 was given to 
Milton Keynes Council to be 
dedicated to art and after 
collaboration between GLPC, 
The Parks Trust, Canal and 
River Trust and the MK Public 
Arts Trust, the trail has finally 
come to life. 

Keith Panes, from GLPC, 
added: “Whether people are 
walking home, cycling, or 
drifting on the canal, we hope 
the artworks will enhance 
their view of our beautiful 
landscape and rich heritage.”

If you’re a high earner watch 
out for the pensions minefield 


Do you earn over £150,000 
per year? Have you recently 
started making flexible 
withdrawals from your personal 
pensions? Do you have a final 
salary pension? 

If you answer yes to any 
one of these questions, then 
recent changes to pension 
rules could now mean you 
have a number of ‘traps’ to 
navigate around. 

For the last 2 years the 
total gross amount you can 
contribute to pensions in any 
one year has been £40,000. 
However, since the start of the 
latest tax year a new rule has 
been introduced which reduces 
the allowance available on 
a sliding scale for ‘incomes’ 
over £150,000.

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Art to lift spirits 
from the ashes

SUFFERING businesses will 
receive a boost when artwork 
goes up to cover temporary 
boards put in place following 
a horrific blaze. 

Stony Stratford was devas¬ 
tated when a fire ripped 
through the High Street in 
May - the worst in more than 
100 years - and businesses 
have been told that repairs 
could take about two years to 
complete. 

But artist Kate Davies, who 
is from Milford Avenue in the 
town, and her brother Jonny 
Boatfield have created a piece 
of art that aims to cover up 
the 16 metres of boards 
surrounding the destroyed 
buildings. A community 
event is also taking place at 
York House from August 8 
where people in the town are 
invited to go along and colour 
the drawing in. 

Kate said: “Everyone is so 
upset and there is still a sense 
of loss from the fire because it 
has changed our home. 

“We want everyone to make 
their contribution and mark 
in the progress of regenerat¬ 


ing the town, to produce 
artwork that everyone can be 
part of and proud of.” 

One of the buildings being 
refurbished is Stratford 
Advice Arcade, which has 
recently had temporary roof¬ 
ing installed. 

Owner Ross Ellens, who is 
also chairman of the Stony 
Stratford Business 

Association, said: “The art¬ 
work is a great idea to rejuve¬ 
nate this part of the High 
Street. 


“There has been a definite 
decline in footfall and traffic 
that has been noticeable in 
the whole town since the fire.” 

The drawing depicts chang¬ 
es that have taken place on 
the High Street over the years. 

Kate added that once the 
boards come down after 
repairs are completed, the 
artwork will be divided up 
and given to pubs, schools, 
the library and other commu¬ 
nity facilities in the area to 
keep as mementoes.

Speak up on hate

MILTON Keynes Council has 
condemned recent incidents 
of hate crime and are encour¬ 
aging people to report any 
cases. 

Last Wednesday the council 
voted in favour to condemn 
all racism, xenophobia and 
hate crimes and ensure all 
such matters were investigat¬ 
ed after four incidents had 
been witnessed by council¬ 
lors. 

This included a group of 
Indian mums being told to go 
home and a teaching assis¬ 


tant being spat at. Because 
many of these incidents 
occurred after the Brexit vote, 
it is believed they are linked. 

Speaking at the meeting 
Anwar Kassim, the director of 
The Milton Keynes Islamic 
Arts and Culture 
Organisation, who was 
praised for his recent MBE for 
services to interfaith rela¬ 
tions, stressed the need for 
the council to continue to 
support interfaith events, 
such as Art in the Park held 
last weekend, pictured. 

Cllr Geetha Morla, from the 
Tattenhoe ward, said: “MK is 
the most diverse city in the 


whole of the UK and we 
should be proud of it. 

“Being a migrant from India 
it was difficult to settle in, but 
the country is mine now and 
no-one can take that away 
from me. Let us stand together 
to protect our citizens who are 
different in shape, form and 
colour and not let a few igno¬ 
rant people take this away.” 

As OneMK has previously 
reported there has been a 10 
per cent rise in hate crimes 
according to the MK Equality 
Council and even an attack 
on a homeless man was 
believed to be racially 
motivated.

THE Legend of Tarzan introduces 
audiences to a gritty reimagining of the 
iconic jungle dweller, but this brave new 
vision attempt fails to captivate. 

The movie actually begins in 19th 
century England, with the formerly feral 
Tarzan (Alexander Skarsgard) now living 
the life of the respected Lord Greystoke 
with his wife Jane (Margot Robbie). 

On a visit back to Congo, he uncov¬ 
ers the plot of colonial masters led by 
Captain Leo Rom (Christoph Waltz) to 
enslave the natives and pillage their 
resources. 

Teaming up with American George 
Washington Williams (Samuel L Jack- 
son), Tarzan must release the shackles of 
civility to rescue his wife and homeland. 

The narrative decision to have Lord 
Greystoke rediscover his feral roots is an 
intriguing concept and the previous 
caricature of the man in a loincloth with 
the recognisable yell is shattered. 

But the flashbacks to explain the well- 
known original story weigh down the 
main plot and means Skarsgard fails to 
ever truly establish himself as Tarzan and 
the man of the jungle. 

Waltz delivers a typically convincing 
sinister megalomaniacal villain and Rob¬ 
bie excels as an outspoken and strong 
heroine battling incessantly against the 
stereotype of a damsel in distress. 

The jungle is brought to life spectacu¬ 
larly through impressive special effects, 
but The Legend of Tarzan lacks the 
punch of its feral lead.

JULY is probably the single best 
month for watching butterflies in 
the UK so The Parks Trust’s 
biodiversity officer MARTIN 
KINCAID is sharing his tips on 
where to see them 


ANY long grassland or wildflower 
patch should have several species of 
brown butterflies including the 
chocolate coloured Meadow Browns 
and Gatekeepers and the dark, 
almost black, Ringlets. 

Our woodlands are also full of 
butterflies at this time of year. The 
most abundant is the Speckled 
Wood, a medium sized butterfly that 
can be found in numbers in shady 
woodland and along hedgerows. 

If you are fortunate, you may see 
a White Admiral. These handsome 
butterflies, black with a thick wind 
band across the wings, have a beau¬ 
tifully graceful flight, gliding and 
soaring along woodland rides. 

Look for them in Shenley and 
Howe Park Woods where they can 
be seen visiting bramble flowers. 

In July 2015, a very special 
butterfly was observed in our woods 
for the first time - the magnificent 
Purple Emperor. 

One of our largest butterflies, the 
male Emperor has a brilliant purple 
sheen across his wings, only seen 
when the sun catches them. 

Several were spotted in Shenley 
Wood last year and then later in 
Howe Park Wood and along the 
North Bucks Way and with luck it 
will occur again this year. 

Finally, the familiar Peacock 
butterfly - with its bright eye spots 
- emerges in good numbers in July. 
Together with Small Tortoiseshells, 
yellow Brimstones and Commas, 
they will visit garden flowers to 
stock up on nectar for the rest of 
the summer before beginning to 
hibernate in September.

Willen Lake and Peace Pagoda, Willen is a 
popular place to bring up a young family 


T HE area of Willen in Milton 
Keynes is full of beautiful green 
spaces that many residents 
flock to during good weather. 

It is one of the most ancient 
villages of Buckinghamshire and is 
home to some monumental 
buildings including the Peace 
Pagoda, Buddhist Temple and 
historical parish church.

Milton Keynes charity Willen 
Hospice has also made the area its 
home and the inspiration behind its 
name. The charity supports both 
patients and families to provide end 
of life care. 

House prices 

Willen is a popular area with 
families due to its easy access to 
the lakes and parks. The average 
price for a family house of four or 
more bedrooms is between 
£450,000 and £630,000 and 
rental is £1,750 per calendar month 
(pern), according to the property 
website Rightmove. 

The prices are slightly above the 
average for Milton Keynes and are 
more expensive than Newport 
Pagnell, but cheaper than the 
nearby Milton Keynes Village. 

Two to three bedroom houses 
are valued at around £275,000 and 
can be rented from around £875 
pern. 

There are apartments in Willen 
that can be bought for £200,000 
and rented for around £800pcm. 

Parks 

Willen Lake is Milton Keynes’ 
most popular park. More than one 
million visitors a year take part in 
water sports activities, go cycling, 
enjoy the playground, play mini-golf, 
try the high ropes course or simply 
picnic along Willen’s shores. It’s a 
great place to entertain all ages of 
family and friends, whether it’s a 
visit to the cafe or restaurant, a 
stroll, trying a beginner’s course in 
sailing or hiring a pedalo or bike. 


The park is open all year round 
and there is no admission fee other 
than during special events when 
some areas may be unavailable to 
the general public, or a fee may be 
charged. 

There is also a gym and hotel on 
the site, but parking charges to 
visitors do apply. 

Leisure activities, including Wake 
MK for wakeboarding and knee 
boarders, are managed by Willen 
Leisure, a trading subsidiary of The

Lake South, the busiest and most 
popular part, and Willen Lake 
North, the more idyllic wildlife area. 

Willen Lake North is home to the 
Peace Pagoda and the Buddhist 
Temple. 

The Peace Pagoda was built by 
the monks and nuns of the 
Nipponzan Myohoji as a symbol of 
world brotherhood. Above it, cherry 
trees commemorate the victims of 
war, while prayers and messages of 
hope decorate the nearby One 
World Tree. 

Alongside the pagoda is the 
distinctive Buddhist Temple where 
the public are welcome inside or to 
visit the grounds with their 
Japanese and Zen gardens. 

Drawing on Native American 
culture, the stones of the Medicine 
Wheel are aligned with the earth’s 



energies so that thoughts and 
wishes expressed at its heart may 
be ‘amplified’. 

It is also at the north end of the 
lake you’ll find Willen Hospice. 

Leisure facilities 

As well as all the amazing 
activities on offer at Willen Lake, 
from water sports to the Aerial 
Xtreme high ropes challenge, there 
are more leisure facilities to 
entertain all ages living in Willen. 

All fishing at the lake is managed 
by Milton Keynes Angling 


Association. Willen has its own 
football club, which was established 
in 1989. The club has junior, youth 
and adult teams with Saturday and 
Sunday leagues. It currently has 19 
teams and like many football clubs 
across the city is popular with 
teenagers. 

The area is looked after by Great 
Linford Parish Council, which is 
known for holding community 
events and litter pick activities, 
including Apple Day in October. 

The local parish councillors are 


Sam Crooks, for Willen Park South 
Ward, and Michael Dean for Willen 
Park North Ward. 

Shops 

Willen has its own local centre, 
which includes a Sainsbury’s Local, 
a fish and chip shop, a very popular 
sandwich shop called Eat Your 
Heart Out, other takeaways, a 
hairdressers, a charity shop, vets 
and The Ship Ashore Pub. 

Newcrest bought Willen Local 
Centre from The Parks Trust in late 
2013. The finished investment was

■ Pubs 

The Ship Ashore is an Embers 
Inns pub. It serves food and drink 
for lunch and dinner, but also offers 
weekend breakfast and Sunday 
lunch. The pub supports the 
Campaign For Real Ale (CAMRA) 
and serves various real ales. 

Lakeside pub and restaurant is 
popular with visitors to Willen Lake 
as it looks out over the water. Run 
by Fayre and Square it serves your 


typical pub grub. It also offers 
breakfast and Sunday lunch 
options. 

Restaurants 

As well as the two pubs serving 
food, in the nearby Fox Milne, right 
next to the lake, there is a popular 
Harvester with a recently 
refurbished interior and outdoor 
garden area. It is also an area close 
to some popular pubs including The 
Swan in MK Village and more pubs 
and restaurants in the nearby town 
of Newport Pagnell. 



■ Schools 

The area has its own Willen 
Primary School. The school 
received an Ofsted rating of ‘good’ 
when it was last visited in 2013. 

As well as the expected 
curriculum, the school offers extra 
activities and its motto is 'a place 
where everyone flourishes’. 

In the most recent Ofsted 
inspection the school was praised 
for its reception classes and 
additional activities for its pupils 
that find learning difficult in order to 


ensure they still perform well. 

Future plans 

After its closure in 2013 Willen 
Surgery is currently being 
refurbished to reopen under the 
operation of Newport Pagnell 
Medical Centre. 

As this paper has previously 
reported, Milton Keynes Council 
granted planning permission for a 
controversial waste transfer centre 
next to Willen Lake in March this 
year. 

Mick George Ltd had an initial

But 
after reviewing the application and 
moving operations on the site 
further inwards and scrapping a 
proposed concrete crusher, the 
company’s latest application was 
approved by Milton Keynes 
Council’s development control 
committee. Building is not 


yet underway. 

Finally, at a recent public meeting 
held by The Parks Trust discussing 
its plans for the next 12 months, an 
exciting addition includes a 
redevelopment of Willen Lake. 

A ‘splash pad’ with ‘waterplay 
facilities’ will be created at Willen 
Lake with work set to begin in the 
autumn subject to planning 
permission. 

The main bowl will also be 
remodelled and the car park will be 
extended.

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Toyota Prius Excel with 
Touch and Go Plus

YOU might not like the looks of the new Toyota 
Prius which arrived in the UK earlier this year 
but you will certainly be impressed by its 
engineering and technology. 

The Prius famously started the hybrid revolution 
and quickly became the vehicle of choice 
for environmentally-concsious drivers and 
motorists who wanted to reduce their running 
costs. 

To be honest, I have never really been a fan of 
hybrids and have always found them to come 
up short, so I was pleasantly surprised by the 
improvements the new car delivers. 

You will either like or hate the sharp styling 
with its many lines and creases but they are all 
there for a reason - to reduce drag for greater 
efficiency - resulting in lower emissions and 
higher mpg. 

The Prius sits on a brand new platform which 
will be used in a raft of new Toyotas and all 
the big parts - engine, gearbox, electric motor 
and battery pack have all been considerably 
improved. 

Toyota is claiming new benchmarks in fuel 
economy, emissions and efficiency from the 
new car, which is cleaner than ever with C02 
emissions falling to just 70g/km. 

The car is powered by a new generation of 
Toyota’s full hybrid powertrain, giving the 
potential for an astonishing average fuel return 
of over 80 miles to the gallon. 

Powered by Toyota’s Hybrid Synergy Drive, the 
Prius is able to operate in petrol and electric 
modes as well as in a combination of both. 

The 1.8-litre engine is backed up by a powerful 
electric motor, a generator and a Nickel metal- 
hydride battery. 

When you set off gently, the Prius automatically 
operates in EV mode, using electric motor 
power alone and if you are on the morning 
commute it will also crawl along nicely just using 
battery power. 

When the time comes to go quicker the petrol 
engine immediately cuts in and does the 
business. 

An ECO setting allows you to select from 
three drive modes - EV, ECO and Power - but 
don’t expect to get anywhere near the claimed 


85.6mpg. I did manage to get in the mid 60s 
during a couple of journeys so that is still 
respectable. 

The interior is much improved and the Excel 
model tested offers stacks of kit to keep you 
comfortable and interested. The equipment 
list includes dual-zone climate control, leather 
upholstery and heated front seats, a head-up 
display, dusk-sensing headlights, rain-sensing 
wipers, smart entry and start, park assist, 
wireless phone charger and a 10 speaker audio 
system. 

You also get Toyota Touch 2 with Go PLus which 
included a 7in touchscreen, DAB radio and CD 
player, satnav, a text to speech function SMS 
text and email display, advanced Bluetooth, 
WiFi hotspot and access to online services. 

The Prius also has all the latest safety features 
including hill-start assist, a blind spot monitor, 
tyre pressure warning system and Toyota’s pre¬ 
collision system with pedestrian detection. 
There is a high tech feel to the cabin and 
while the Prius is not a sporting drive, it is 
smooth, quiet and refined. The CVT automatic 
gearbox also feels better and the Prius is good 
for 112mph with 62mph being reached in 10.4 
seconds. 

Boot space is a generous 502 litres and inside 
you will find the dreaded tyre repair kit. 

Prius prices start from £23,295 and the top of 
the range test car came in at £27,450 before 
adding £495 for hypersonic red paint. 

A five-year/ 100,000 pan European warranty is 
standard and you also get one year’s full AA 
cover. 

By the end of the decade Toyota says half its UK 
sales will be hybrid and the company is well on 
the way to achieving that target.

SCOTLAND'S MISSING E-TYPE FOUND

A missing Jaguar E-Type, one of the 
most sought-after early examples 
of the model, has been discovered 
in Scotland and will go under the 
hammer at the Silverstone Classic on 
July 30-31. The location of the 1961 
Jaguar E-Type Series 1 Roadster, 
chassis #62 and one of the first 
92 right-hand models produced, 
has been a mystery to classic car 
historians for decades. With most 
of the first 20 cars produced being 
allocated for competition use, the 
first road cars - distinguished by their 
outside bonnet locks - were supplied 
in July 1961 to Jaguar dealerships 


to be used as demonstrators. This 
car was dispatched to Scotland that 
month via Henleys of London for 
demo use in the Edinburgh area 
and was eventually acquired by its 
fifth and current owner in 2013 - a 
resident of Deskford, Moray, who was 
unaware that he was in possession of 
this ‘Holy Grail’ car. Now to be offered 
on the open market for the first time, 
and reinstated as a surviving early 
example with its Jaguar Heritage 
Certificate, Chassis #62 will go 
to auction with a sale estimate of 
between £140,000 and £170,000.

WOBURN Sands driver Joe Turney 
showed his class at round four of the 
British Karting Championships last 
weekend. 

He won both of the finals and set the 
event’s fastest lap during a fantastic 
performance that put him at the top of 
the leaderborard. 

Lincolnshire’s Fulbeck kart circuit 
played host to the British Kart 
Championships for the first time in 
many years and it certainly put on a 
good show. 

This little used circuit sits in the 
shadows of its prestigious neighbour 
Karting PFI, which is the largest out¬ 
door karting circuit in the UK, but it 
nonetheless played host to some 
superb karting from competitors over 
the weekend. 

The very tight 930 metres circuit has 
two chicanes, two hairpins, very 
limited run off areas and tyre walls 
very close to the track sides. 

Drivers have to carefully balance 
their speed and positioning at all times 
as this is a track that bites and it isn’t 
one for the faint-hearted as they jostle 
for the front. 

In Friday practice Turney threw down 
the gauntlet showing that he was the 
one to beat over the weekend and that 
is how it proved at the conclusion of 
racing as well. 

As the day progressed the other driv¬ 
ers neared and some almost matched 
him but when one driver found some 
real pace Turney knew he had a great 


weekend of racing on his hands. 
Qualifying was immensely tight 
between Turney and his opponents, 
with track position catching Turney 
out on his flying lap. 

In the end he had to settle for grid 
three for the heats. 

During heat one he pulled clear with 


another driver and was happy to settle 
for second. 

Heat two was a bigger battle but fifth 
was a solid result giving him a sought 
after inside line grid three for Sunday’s 
first final. 

After a rough start with lots of 
jostling in the first final, Turney 


dropped back a few places. But he was 
soon in his stride and with passing 
places limited he seized every oppor¬ 
tunity that came his way to get into the 
lead. 

Once he hit the front he was uncatch- 
able and he ended up finishing more 
than six seconds ahead of the chasing 
pack. 

Going off pole for the final two he led 
from lights to flag. 

He eventually took the chequered 
flag more than four seconds ahead of 
his team-mate and took the event fast¬ 
est lap in the process, capping a superb 
weekend. 

Getting to the front isn’t easy at this 
level. 

Leading a race and pulling clear of 
drivers in your slipstream and not 
making any mistakes is another set of 
skills and Turney gave a great demon¬ 
stration of how it should be done this 
weekend. 

He now leads the British 
Championships but with three rounds 
to go there are many laps yet to be 
raced. 

Turney’s team at MK-based KR Sport 
say that nothing will go unchecked in 
their preparation for the upcoming 
rounds, adding that they would take 
nothing for granted as they try to land 
Turney the title. 

Turney will be competing in 
Kartmasters at the beginning of next 
month. 

He will then compete in round five of 
the championships in mid-August 
north of the border in Larkhall, 
Scotland.

Dry can’t wait 
for Olympic tilt 

MILTON Keynes-born hammer 
thrower Mark Dry said he had 
fulfilled a childhood dream by being 
selected for Team GB to compete in 
the Rio Olympics. 

After being overlooked for London 
2012, Dry had to lobby British 
Athletics for a place on the plane to 
Brazil and he is one of three who 
hope to make the final. 

“Missing London put me in another 
gear to come through here,” he said. 

“I don’t feel like I’ll be a rabbit in the 
headlights and get stuck, I feel like 
I’m in good shape.” 

Dry, 28, threw a personal best of 
76.93m in 2015, putting him fifth on 
the all-time British list, and comes 
into Rio after another throw of more 
than 76m. 

Over 60 per cent of British gold 
medallists since 1992 have 
participated in BUCS sport, which is 
the national governing body for 
Higher Education (HE) sport in the 
UK.

FORMULA One's newest superstar 
Max Verstappen is looking forward 
to tackling the Hungaroring as 
another double-header beckons. 

The Hungarian Grand Prix is next 
on the calendar on Sunday, before 
the sport heads to Germany on July 
31 at Hockenheim. 

Commentator and former driver 
Martin Brundle once called the event 
at Hungary like ‘a street race without 
the houses’ due to its windy nature 
and 19-year-old Red Bull driver 
Verstappen says that the go-kart feel 
to the track is what he is looking 
forward to. 

“Hungaroring is a great track and 
Budapest is a really cool city,” said 
the Dutchman. 

“I always enjoy driving there 
because it’s a small track with a big 
car so it gives a bit of a go-kart feeling. 

“It’s also pretty tough due to all the 
turns, so you don’t really get a chance 
to rest and usually end up pretty 
sweaty in the heat. 


“If you get it wrong it’s a big time 
penalty, so you need to be focused.” 

The constant corners drivers face in 
Hungary is also something which his 
team-mate Daniel Ricciardo is a fan 
of. The Aussie said: “The second 
sector is great because it’s corner 
after corner and there is not much 
time to rest and think so you can just 
get into a good rhythm and once you 
find that rhythm it feels really nice.” 

It has been busy for the Tilbrook 
team, with some in-season testing 
taking place at Silverstone last week. 

Red Bull’s Pierre Gasly was given 
the chance to show what he can do in 
the Formula One car although the 
opening day last Tuesday saw 
difficult conditions in the wet and 
the team were only able to achieve 44 
laps after missing much of the morn¬ 
ing with an electronics problem. 

On the Wednesday they managed 
103 laps in what were generally much 
better conditions. 

Head of race engineering Guillaume 
Rocquelin said: “You always like to 
see how the young guys do against ^ 
the race drivers and he did very well.” a
